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There are two debts still due and unpaid by the Asylum, and 
for the payment of which, no :arrangement has been made. 
The first is.due to Morris Tasker. & Co., of Philadelphia, due in 
1861, for about twenty-six hundred dollars, with interest from 
then until paid. The other is for the purchase of land, for the 
use of the Asylum, from J: & Sizer, for seven thousand and 
two hundred dollars, one half of the purchase money, (being 
thirty-six hundred dollars,) was paid down. The balance of 
thirty-six hundred dollars was to be paid by a note of the 
Trustees, due in six months from the 13th day of February, 
1863, and payable, with interest from date until paid. 

On the 22d of December, 1863, Dr. Kells, in the presence of 
Z. A. Philips, tendered payment of said note in full, in either 
State or Confederate money, which Dr. Sizer refused to Te- 
ceive. 

We would respectfully ask that a special "appropriation be 
made to pay these debts. 

We think it will take an appropriation of at least forty thou- 
sand dollars, payable quarterly in advance, to meet the current 
expenses of next year, as all the supplies required for the use 
of the Institution, are now much higher than before the war.’

- There has been discharged since last report, TRU per- 
sons, and the result may be thus stated. Four were satisfacto- 

ry recoveries, six improved, four eloped, and eight died. This 
leaves one hundred and seven patients on, hand. This isa 
lower bill of mortality than in any previous year, (except one) 
with an equal number of inmates. * 

The diseases resulting in death are all of a formidable and 
dangerous character, as will be seen by the enumeration. 

Two cases of double pneumonia in old persons, one case of 
dysentery, with convulsions; one of typhoid pneumonia, one 
disease of the heart, one typhoid . dysentery, one of dropsy, 
and one of par alytic mania. 

The results obtained are not so flattering as could be desired, 
but so long as present prejudices exist to an early removal of 
patients to an asylum for treatment, so long shall we have to 
record a low per cent. of recoveries. ' 

The practice prevails in nearly all cases, not to bring patients 
to the Institution until they become dangerous, or a burden to 


‘their friends or to the county that. have supported ‘them.— Ca 


Then, perhaps for the first time, has the asylum been thought 
of, and I can safely say from my observation, that nine cases 
out of every ten admitted here, are:doomed to a perpetual-in- 
sanity. From this indifference and prejudice together, the a&y- 
lum becomes to them only a place of refuge; and the officé of 
the Superintendent that of a mere custodian. 

This neglect works not only an irreparable i injury to the pa- 
tient, but causes him to become a permanent charge to the. 
State. 

I have adverted to this matter on all occasions, as I deem it 
one of the most important connected with hospital opera- 
tions. It cannot be considered a matter of small moment for 
the people. generally, to understand. the well established fact, 
that insanity can be cured as a general rule, only i in the earlier 
stages. What is man without mind? There is nothing else 
great or noble about him; as to his earthly existence. SES is a 
mere creature. 

In my. judgment this subject should engage the serious - at 
. tention of the Legislature, especially as to such cases as may 

become a public charge. It. would bea step in the ‘direction 
both of benevolence and true economy, to pass a: law making 
‘it the duty of every Justice of the Peace in the: county, to re- 
port every case of insanity that shall occur. In. bis -distriet to 
the Probate Court, and when the lunacy shall.have existed two

Before calling your attention to the subject of an. üppropriu- 
tion permit me to indülge iii a few thoughts that bear upon this 
matter, either directly or indirectly. 

‘For some time in the future; we may reasonably expect CR 
larger per Gent, of lunacy than formerly. “We‘have experien- 
ced à great socinland financial change, and the poverty and 
destitution that has been made our ‘inheritance, must necéssari-. 
ly produce ‘gréat mental and physical changes. Loss of pro- 
perty and poyerty are two frightful sources of insanity. "Toucli- 
ing the relation between poverty and mental unsouridness, it 
must not be regarded alone as an ‘outward circumstance, but 
rather that it effects the moral, intellectual and physical man. 
Statistics teach us the: fact, that the poor are more subject. 
to disease, have less vital force, and all the powers of life en- 
feebled ; and consequently, a diminished longevity. It too, is 
a melancholy faet to which we cannot close our eyes, that the 
circumstances and changes that surround us, has had the effect. 


of prddiizing less self-respect and a looser state of morals than 
has hitherto-existed. 


In view of the preceding, we. may aka the position that 
whatever depreciates the moral and physical man, exposes to 
intellectual weakness, and an increase of idiocy .and. insanity. 
The causes indicated, then stand much nearer. in the relation. of 
cause and effect than would atfirstsightappear.  .: : .:

For the time specified, this was a sad necessity, and I am sat- 
isfied that all was done that-could be done under the - circum- 
stances, to provide for their wants, but now indulge the hope 
that this unpleasant necessity has passed away to some extent, 
that means may be furnished to secure the-high aims far which 
this hospital was designed. 

From the great destruction of proper ty in n the State we shall. 
find very few pay patients, and a majority. here noe on the.pay 
list, will have to be supported at public cost. This willi increase 
the expenditures considerably, d 

The buildings and machinery need many. and expensive ; re- 
pairs, and it is true economy to.have this done as speedily.as 
possible to prevent further injury. Then, the articles of prime 
necessity are more than double, and some cases treble in value 
whatthey were before the war. The Legislature in 1859,.voted. 
an appropriation of twenty-eight thousand dollars per. annum. 
for the support of this Institution, and the Legislature of 1861, 
I think increased it to thirty-two thousand. SCH 

I have now touched upon a few facts that i think will enable 
us to approach an estimate of the amount needed for the two. 
next years. 

Then; I have to say, that to place this Institution upon & 
footing with other institutions of this class, that it will.require 
an annual appropriation of forty thousand dollars. -It- would 
be prudent to also provide a contingent: fund of six thousand 
dollars to be placed under the control of the Governor, and.to- 
be used in case óf absolute necessity. In my judgmenéfit. will 
require a wise and prudent expenditure of the amount specified, 
and a diligent care on the part of the superintendent, of the 
productive interests connected with the Institution, to make 
this amount sufficient for a proper support. . 2 

It is sincerely hoped that the subject of an ‘appropriation 
will engage the early attention of the Legislature, as the means 
on hand will not defray the expenses beyond the first days of 
November. If the organization of this hospital i is désirable to

From: thése various reports it 
appears that on the 1st day of October, 1865, there: was:in the 
treasury of the Institute the dmount of $4500. .'This sum was. 
. made up of. $2500 in notes, currency called:cotten money, and 
of $2000 in Auditor's warrants, issued in pursuance of appro- 
` priations heretofore made. It is supposed that these sums will 
probably be sufficient to discharge the outstanding liabilities of 
the Institute. Besides these sums the Institute has undrawn the. 
regular quarterly appropriation due 1st.July, 1865; also,:reg- 
ular appropriation due 1st .Oetober; 1865; $2000:and balance 
of contingent appropriation in:February, 1865, $5000.:-'The 
President of the Board of Trustees, in the report. made in -Oe-: 
tober, 1865, states that no further appropriations are asked for. 
It appears from the report of the Superintendent: that the 
number of pupils expected during the present session is fifteen. 
As has been formerly reported to the::Legislature, the’ furni- 
ture belonging to the Institute was taken for the use of hospi- 
tals by the officers of the Conderate army during the war.: No 
payment was ever made to the State on this account, and-none 
need now be ever expected, and the amount so taken is à total 
loss to the State.

` "The undersigned committee; appointed Ke 
tion. “to. preparé'and^ report to"the next ‘Legislature ‘of this 
‘State, for its consideration and action, sich’ laws and ‘changes 
in existing laws of this State; as ‘to said committee may seem ex- 
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pedient, in view of the late amendments made to the Constitution 
of this State by the convention,” have the honor tq report that 
they have bestowed much labor, time, thought and investiga- 
tion upon the subjects of their duty aforesaid, and that while 
they have had but little difficulty. in determining and reporting 
upon the necessary changes to be made in the existing laws of 
the State, by reason of the new order and condition of things, 
resulting from the late war, the destruction of the institution of 
slavery, the amendments to the State Constitution, and the ex- 
istence and incorporation among us of the large class of. lately 
made freedmen, in poverty of mind, poverty of thought, pov- 
erty of means, poverty of self-government, poverty of energy 
and riches in idleness with all their miseries, they freely and 
frankly, without detail or circümlocution, admit and declare 
that they have met at every step, the greatest difficulty and em- 
barrassment in preparing and reporting to your body such laws 
for your consideration and action as may be-deemed most ex- 
pedient and necessary for the welfare and prosperity of the 
State in her new, untried, deranged and unhappy condition. 


Inexperienced as your committee are, in legislation of any 
kind, and unaided by the council of: the multitude or by any 
State or national precedent to which they have had any aecess, 
they have been reluctantly compelled to approach, consider and 
dispose of the delicate subjects of their duty in preparing suita- 
ble legislation for two great, numerous and distinct races and 
classes; distinct when our State found birth and existence, and 
should be distinct to the latest hour of posterity, yet living un- 
der one common jurisdiction and dominion ; so as to harmonize 
and promote the present and future interest, prosperity and 
happiness of both races and the State. 


They have proceeded rather upon their own observation and 
knowledge of the nature, disposition, habits, capacity, condi- ` 
tion, weaknesses and necessities of the two races as they now 
exist in our State, and the absolutely necessary restraints, and 
remedies for existing and contemplated evils, flowing from the 
late war, sudden emancipation, extraordinary demoralization 
and idle inclination, than upon a theory or system ` that, might. 
have been wise or judicious for another tongue and people, un- 
der a wholly different'State and condition, or may be advocated 
by those who are grossly ignorant in ‘practical life and . minute 
general observation of wliat they speak and write, and would 
have us to legislate.

To the President of the United States, on betel of Je aoe ue. 


To THE PRESIDENT. OF THE Unrrep SrATES : — 


The Legislature of the State of Mississippi, freshly elected 
from the body of its people, and representing fully and clearly 
the wishes, views and opinions of that people, do unanimously 
and most respectfully present this memorial. 

- The late civil war has ended. Mississippi has -returned to 
her loyalty and allegiance to the.government of the United 
States. " Her surviving sons have come back to their homes 
and families, again to mingle in the pursuits of peace. Her 
Representatives have ónce more met in her executive, judicial 
and legislative halls, to counsel and act together for the peace- 
ful interests of the State : 


“__-Those opposed eyes, 
Which,—like the meteors of a troubled Heaven, 
All of one. nature, of one substance bred, 
Did lately. meet in the intestine shock, 
And furious close in civil butchery, 
Shall now in mutual well-beseeming ranks, 
March ai one way." 


Thanks to the generosity and magnanimity that has so far 
accompanied the victor’s triumph in this great struggle, but 
few forms are missed, save those thousands who lie in the silent 
grave, where the call of a much loved State, and the honest con- 
victions of duty, have sent them untimely to. seek that pardon 
that earthly king is not asked for, nor can our President be- 
stow. But among those few forms still absent, there is one 
known throughout the State, familiar to the thoughts of every 
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household, an honored form, without whose presence in our 
midst, the sorrows of the conquered cannot be lessoned, nor 
the triumph of the victor, in a civic EES be made glorious 
and enduring. 

The Legislature respectfully alude tò JEFFERSON Davıs, now 
confined by your order in a military prison. . Emphatically the 
son of the State; endeared to her by his younger days of 
promise, and by his maturer years of honor; her Representa- 
tive in Congress, and her Senator in those noble Halls rife with ` 
the eloquence and patriotism of a Clay, a Calhoun and a Web- 
ster, in whose starry circle of brilliant influence over the opin- 
ions of men, he shone forth with no reflected lustre; her gal- 
lant representative upon those well-remembered fields of 
Mexico, where his sword led the way to the triumph of our 
arms and the glory of our flag; the Secretary of War for the 
nation, whose administration of the high and responsible du- 
ties of that office, was without one blemish or a single stain ;— 
a son, whose purity and integrity of character, devotion to 
principle, fortitude when suffering, and generosity when suc- 
cessful, have endeared him to every heart; whose name is a 
household word; the accents of whose voice are a remem- 
brance upon our ‘ears, and the glance of whose eye is a sweet 
recollection ;—that son is still away, not sharing in our present 
toil and labor in reorganizing the social structure ; nor sharing 
either, as he and we would wish, the privations, the suffering - 
and the personal calamities, that the fortunes of war have so 
amply entailed upon our people. Between us and him, there 
is a deep, wide-spead and never EECH sympathy and: 
association. 

It was no lawless spirit of mere revolt that prompted the peo- 
ple of Mississippi to their course during the late contest. They 

contended not ‘for power, or plunder, or extended rule," but 
as they honestly believed, ‘for their hearths, their altars and 
their home.” “The attempted revolution was the people’s work, 
and Jefferson Davis was their chosen instrument. Called to 
the prominent position he occupied, he was buf the representa- 
tive of the people of the revolted- States. is sin, if it bea 
sin, was our sin. His failure, which want of success has made 
a crime, was our crime; and itis a thought of bitter poignancy 
to us and our people, when the dark clouds of civil war are 
vanishing, and the sun-shine of constitutional freedom is again 
giving warmth to us, and the atmosphere of civil law is again 
being breathed, that our destiny is not shared by him; that 
we are free, and hein bonds; that our families are striving to 
wipe away the tears of affliction, while his can but agonize in 
sorrow over an absent and imprisoned husband and father; 
that the dark cloud passing away from us, still over shadows 
him; the sun-light we are beginning to see, visits not his 
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prison; noris:the EECH of freedom we mre, invigo- 
rating his person. . 

The liberation of. J efferson Davis, and ‘his return to the State 
of. Mississippi, can: work no danger to the great nation, over 
whose councils you have, in the. Providence of God, been 
called to preside. .His arm is powerless for injury ; his intel- 
leet too: great and noble, to inspire him with a single thought 
for-tenewed contest; his heart: too-much.in sympathy with our 
people, not to compel him to E wi. us as ge icons 
henceforth. gs 

‘Vengeance ‘cannot be a proper right. arm. of any people or 
earthly. power.. “Vengeance is mine,.and I. will repay it," saith 
the Lord. Vindication of national power is not now needed, 
when the sword has so terribly accomplished that work; nor. 
are further examples necessary, to prevent a recurrence of the 
late civil strife. A land, reddened -with blood ;..homes devas- 
tated and desolated; cities and towns with little left but black- 
ened, broken and empty -walls; fields once rich with harvests 
and crops, now lie silent, waste, and barren, are sufficiently elo- 
quent for that purpose. And if vengeance, or further vindica- 
tion, is needed for future safety, on our people should it be vis- 
ited; nor should ‘they be vicariously punished. . ` 

The people of Mississippi, who know J efferson Davis so 
well, know that if there is such a thing as a moral impossibility, ` 
itis morally impossible that hi$ name can be justly chargeable 
with assassination, with cruelty or with crime. His heart never 
entertained, his-hand never gave help to any such atrocity. It 
cannot increase the glory of the United States, nor promote 
the safety and stability of the general government, that the 
dungeon, or the scaffold, or the gallows, are to be made the 
“cure-alls” for political offences ; nor can it harmonize and unite 
our people, if Jefferson Davis’ prison, or place of exile, or 
grave, is to be revisited every hour in thought, and every year 
in fact, by thousands of men who hold allegiance to the Na- 
tional Government. It would be in that case a Mecca, at 
whose shrine we would feel bound every day and year, to re- 
member that he was sacrificéd for the people among whom he 
was born, with whom he was educated, whose prejudices and 
opinions he entertained, and whose fate and fortunes he wished 
to share: "` 

Show to us that peace has truly its victories as well as War— 
victories over prejudice, passion and revenge; victories over 
any spirit or policy that would keep the people of this portion 
of the Union sullen subjects instead of willing brethren. The 
cruel hand.of war has not reached the homes and hearths of 
the great and prosperous ‘North ;- but it has come down with-.a 
giants weight upon every portion of our once fair and happy 
South. The evidences: are.allaround us. We meet them at

every step: see them every hour of the day, and hear them 
with ears but too well accustomed to the sound. Is it just, or 
wise, or can it be beneficial, that another costly sacrifice should 
be made of our blood and treasure! And Jefferson Davis is: 
of our blood, and he is our treasure! ‘We believeit true policy. 
for you, for us, for the nation, for the world, that the gulf .of 
feeling which has separated North and South should not be 
widened: It were hypocritical to say that the cessation of the 
civil war has bridged that gulf. We believe that it cannot be 
done until the amnesty extended to us reaches him; and that, 
as we are being restored to your councils, he should be restored 
to ours. The country will be safer with you in our hearts and 
him in our hands, than it can be with him in our hearts and 
thoughts continually and his person in your custody. 

The walls of military prisons have told enough of suffering ; 
enough blood has been shed, . | 

“Where guiltless drops 
“Are every one,a woe, a sore complaint, 
"7 'Gainst him whose wrongs give edge unto the swords 
“That make such waste in brief mortality." 

Open the prison doors of Jefferson Davis! Let him breathe 
once more the air of personal freedom! Return him to the 
State of Mississippi! Make her his bondsman! He will 
answer as readily to any call here as when guarded and con- 
fined as he now is. Let our fortunes be his, and the halo of 
honor that surrounds your position and name will become 
radiant with the true and undimmed glory of official and per- 
sonal magnanimity. 


MEMORIAL, NO. 2, | 
To the President of the United States, in behalf of Jefferson Davis. 


To his Excellency, Andrew Johnson, President of the U. S.:— 


Both Houses of the Legislature of Mississippi desire most 
earnestly, but most respectfully to present a memorial to your 
Excellency in behalf of their fellow-citizen, Jefferson Davis. He 
is almost the sole remaining sufferer for acts which were shared. 
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in by thousands and hundreds of thousands of our countrymen 

His course in the Benate of the United States, up to tlie mo- 
ment of his final withdrawal from that august body, is well 
known to your Excellency. He stood at his post, using. his 
utmost endeavors to quell the agitation, till:his State had pass- 
ed the ordinance of secession and revoked his authority.as her 
Senator. His last speech in that body is convineing proof of 
his agonizing regret attlie separation. While he was a firm 
believer in the right of secession by.a State, he was.nevera 
leader in the councils which urged the expediency of the exer- 
cise of that right. His ere, as the prophetie eye of his great 
name-sake, had foreseen the danger of the storm, and his voice 
had warned his countrymen to prepare for the emergency ; but 
he was never the advocate.of -rushing into its perils whilst there 
was a hope of maintaining the constitutional rights of the 
South in the Union. The State seceded by its. own act, 
through its own convention, through no agency of. his. , - 

When the Provisional Government. was organized at Mont- 
gomery, he was unanimously placed at its head without solici- 
: tation and without: even a concurrence-on his part, for it is;well 
known,that his:-expressed preference :was that some one-else 
. Should. be placed: in the position.. When- the, voice. of his 
countrymen was made known to him, he simply. yielded to that 
voice, and he again.accepted the place when the suffrages of 
the people of the South with great unanimity conferred it upon 
him. .He was but their organ to endeavor to-carry out-the 
voluntary resolves of a people struggling for their rights. 
We do not intend to argue the right of secession. War, the 
great and final arbiter of right between nations, has decided 
it against the South. We desire only to show that the error, 
if error it was, found so much countenance in the opinions 
and doctrines of the fathers of the Republic and of the fram- 
ers of the Constitution, as to take away all guilt from those 
‘ who followed their opinions. E 

Mr. Jefferson spoke of secession, as he called it, as an event 
that was not unlikely, and as one which the general Govern- 
ment had no express grant of power to restrain. 

Mr. Madison insisted. that the States were the judges of in- 
fractions of the Constitution and of the mode. and manner of 
redress. -—— ES 

The wisdom of Congress avoided the first.issue made on 
that subject by the repeal of the alien and sedition law.. ` 

Jurists, statesmen, politicians. concurred,;in the declaration 
of thé principle that à compact broken, upon one side was, 
broken as to the other, at.their option. By the decision of the 
Supreme Court of the United States in the Trigg case, ‘it was. 
held that the refusal. to deliver up persons held to labor or 
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service was a breach of the Constitution. Mr. Buchanan, in 


a 
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his last message to Congress, in: December, 1860, had affirmed 


` the doctrine, that the Federal Government had no right to'co- 


erce a State to remain in the Unton. With these doctrines 
plainly down and mapped out before them, the Southern States 
in solemn convention had separately. passed ordinances of: se- 
cession, and afterwards formed a new confederation. With. 
these doétrines enunciated and sustained by the opinions of 
such men; we desire to ask if there is not much to palliate and 
excuse, if not to justify, the cause of-the South; and if the 
acts of the States themselves are to be thus excused, may -we 
not hope that the same clemency will be extended to him 
whose sin can be no greater than: that ‘of others except that he 
stood in higher place. - 

Iti is well known that Mr. Davis took no part in the pr oodd: 
ings of this State until the ordinance of secession had been 
passed, and no part in the affairs of the new confederacy until 
it had assumed all the powers. of an organized government. 
In accepting the place assigned him, he but obeyed a consti- 
tuted de facto government —we waive tlie question whether it 
was ade jure. government. Itis a principle of the common 
law of England, engrafted into the international code of mod- 
ern nations, that he who obeys a government de facto is not 
responsible to the municipal law for his action, The-govern- 
ment which he obeys is alone responsible, and the act becomes 
the subject of national law. ‘The Government of the United 
States so treated it. War upon a- gigantic scale was waged be- 


-tween the two governments. Belliger ent rights: were accord- 


- ed to the Confederate States by nations at home and abroad.

May we not hope that the subjugation of the weaker States and 
their return into the fold of the Federal Government ‘will be 
accepted and received as atonement and expiation for all UM 
has been done. 

The execution of Charles I, and the retaliatory execution of 
some of his judges, and the beheading of Louis XVI, are now 
condemned by historisns of allparties.. The persistent pur- 
suit of an object by so large a portion of any people takes 
away the imputation of' rebéllion and stamps it with the char-

Of Joint Standing Committee on n Public Buildings. 


MR. PRESIDENT: 


The joint standing committee on Public Buildings, having 
had under consideration the dnties belonging to them, have in- 
structed me to make the following report, dn ad by a 


. bill: 


With the assistance of an architect we have made a minute 
inspection of the Governor's Mansion, and the buildings con- 
nected therewith, and.also of the State Capitol and its sur- 
roundings, and, although we were assisted in our duty by one 
who is competent to judge witli some degree of precision as to 
the probable cost of such repairs as are necessary to be made, 
from thé character of the work, tö bé doné, we are enabled to 
make only an approximate estimate of the amount it will be 
necessary to appropriate for the purpose. The committee 
-for the repáirs required on the capitol, ‘atid: ‘buildings -and fenc- 
Ang: belonging to the same, .and:‘for répaitihg the Govertior’s 
‘Mansion, ` buildings and-fences~ belonging thereto, He sont of 
five thousand dollars, - and would recommend that the ‘sams 
. specified be appropriated for the-purposes famed: ` noe 

The committee found the Governor's Mansion entirely: ^with- 
out:.furniture of any kind; and having ascertained that the 
furniture belonging to the Mansion was removed .some time 
since: to- Macón, Miss., recommend that the Governór bé au- 
thorized to.appoint a. suitáble person to Visit: that place, 'in- 

.Speet the ‘furniture that: may be found; and: ‘to‘remove fo- this 
iplace-such:of the s&me'.ds thay be" serviceable and "mm. geod, 
order and to. dispose. of: the remainder by sale, if, in his: judg- 
ment; it is thought best to do so; the money ‘arising froti such. 
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sale to be appropriated to the purchase-of such furniture as 
may be needed. ` Yet, in view of the uncertainty of much of 
the furniture, now at Macon, . being inosuch condition as to 
justify its removal, it is recommended that an appropriation of 
two thousand dollars be made for the purpose of purchasing 
such as may be required. 

I am further instructed to report, that a large number of ne- 
groes, not in Government employ, are now and have been for 
some time past living iu huts on the grounds east of and be- 
longing to the Capitol, and that they are wasting and destroy- 
ing the timber thereon, and recommend that the Legislature 
take such steps as may be necessary for their removal and the 
security of public property. The committee deem it unneces- 
sary to make a report concerning other public buildings, as 
appropriate committees have been appointed to examine their 
condition and will doubtless communicate to the Legislature 
such information as may be necessary.

-Of the Joint Standiug Committee on the Deaf and Dumb H-

« Mr. PRESIDENT :— 


The joint standing committee on the Institution for the Ed- 
ucation of the Deaf and Dumb, beg leave respectfully to 
report that they have endeavored to discharge their 
duty in the best manner they could with the meagre in- 
formation they have been able to obtain. We have not visited 
the-ground on which the buildings once stood, because we 
deemed it unnecessary, having learned that t they were all de- 
. Stroyed by the fortunes of war. 

The impoverished condition of the finances of the State- pre- 


clude the possibility of appropriations being made, such as will : 


be requisite for erecting suitable buildings for this Institution, 
except, perhaps, some small buildings for temporary use, and 
which may hereafter be used for work-shops, &c., by the. Insti- 
tution, as indicated by the Board of Trustees in their SES to 


side ge cu 
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his Excellency, Gov. Humphreys, which is herewith filed and 
asked to be made a part of this report. 
We would recommend that the annual appropriations now 
made by law to this Institution be used by the said Board of 
Trustees for the purpose of boarding and tuition of the indi- 
gent Deaf Mutes, until such time as the State’ may be able to 
put the Institution again into successful operation. ^ 
In examining into the facts:as presénted in relation to the 
- burning of the buildings by the Federal forces, and the general 
déstrüction of the property of the Institution, we find nothing 
to allege in condemnation of the Trustees and Managers of the ` 
Institution, but on the contráry, we verily believe they did the 
best they could under the circumstances. "Thé destruction of 
the property is a calamity much to be deplored, especially at 
euch a time as this, when the Treasury of the State is empty, 
and the people of the State unable to bear the weight ofa heavy 
. taxation. 
We still recommend this unfortunate class of our fellow- 
creatures to the fostering care of the State. She has adopted 
them, and through weal or woe, riches or poverty,’ she' ought 
to do the best she can for them. - And although we cannot re- 
commend appropriations at the present crisis of our affairs, for 
the purpose of erecting an Asylum for them on a magnificent 
scale, yet we would not have you for a moment lose sight of 
this important object, and its consummation at the earliest 
EE time consistent with paramount publie interests.

Having received from you a note enquiring if we hada re- 
pórt to offer, and also asking us for any suggestions we might

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be able to.make; in regard to a future policy, we promptly BRO: 
ceed to the discharge of. the, duty assigned us. : 

The Institution of the Deaf and Dumb, had been, wider its 
former managers, justly a matter of pride to the State. Ithad 
clearly been conducted to a perfect success, and. stood a proud 
exemplification of the generosity of the State and the energy 
and capacity.of her citizens. In this condition, war found this 
benevolent Institution. Soon the thunder of artillery-:was 
heard in our land—battles were fought and .blood flowed as a 
great river. Our mangled soldiers come pouring into our ety, 
and every house which could be used as a .hospital, was de- 
manded, and these poor God-strieken creatures were turned 
from their comfortable home, to make room for the bleeding 
. Soldier. This was done cheerfully by the managers; -the-sol- 
dier must be cared for, and the deaf mute, for a time, turned 
over to his former friends. It was war, inexorable war, which 
demanded this sacrifice; there was no help for it, no avoiding ` 
it. As time rolled on, our advancing foe reached our city, car- 
rying the torch in one hand, the sword in the other. Black 
desolation marked his march, and our noble Institution did not 
escape. It- Was leveled to the ground and left a smouldering 
mass: Apparatus, implements, fences, and every appurtenance 
shared the fate ot the buildings, and all that we have "ivi is the 
land. 

This is a brief history of the Institution of the Deaf and 
Dumb. In a previous report to the Provisional Governor, we 
recommended, on the score of economy, the blending of the 
blind and deaf mutes into one school, and enlarging the pres- 
ent building so as to accommodate both classes of unfortu- 
nates. .On a careful examination, we are of opinion there was 
no room for additional buildings, and therefore abandon this 
plan for the present. We think the only course left then, for 
us to pursue, is to erect cheap buildings, such as will answer 
for workshops and servants houses in the future, and use them 
until the State recovers from her present difficulties, and can 
afford, as formerly, to hold out to us her liberal and kind hand. 
We must begin humbly, and perseveringly push on, until, by en- 
ergy and prudence, prosperity shall again dawn upon us. In 
the mean time, we propose, (as the law now allows,) to send 
the Orphans to the cheapest and best Institution in our reach. 
We are still of the opinion that good policy would dictate the 
combination of the two schools at a future day. We believe 
that much would be saved to the State in that way. One build- 
ing would answer instead of two; one set of officers instead of 
two, and all persons of experienee know the great saving of one 
table instead of two. A table well prepared for fifty persons, 
would probably furnish seventy-five. We are aware that this 
plan will probably be opposed by the managers of the Blind 
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Institution, and that many failures. of such;a plan will be ad- 
duced against it. This would only prove bad management, 
and one great success would outweigh them all. Such success 
we have in. the efforts ofthe State of Virginia... The two Insti- 
‘tutions aré there combined on à large scale, and are pronounced: 
entirely concordant in character. The Principal expressed the 
~ opinion that the two classes were entirely happy together, and 
with proper watchfulness and’care, would always so continue. 
It is our. decided opinion the history. of the Institution, at 
Staunton, Virginia, sufficiently. demonstrates the propriety of 
this plan. “If the Legislature should think favorably of it, and 
adopt the policy, we think a suitáble building should be erected 
on the grounds now belonging to the Deaf and Dumb, where 
there is ample room for an establishment of any size.. The 
tract of land contains, by actual survey, seventy acres, ample 
space for ornamental grounds, as well asfor cultivation. We 
beg leave to state that we are, and ever have been, deeply in- 
terested for both these clases of our afflicted fellow-beings, and 
would in no case, and for no inducement, advance the one to 
the detriment of the other. They both have heavy claims on 
the public heart, and we trust it beats with equal warmth for 
each. 

We regret that want of ions. prevents us from entering into 
a more detailed report, but believe we have presented the most 
important points of the subject. 

We would most respectfully recommend the Institution to 
the fostering care of the Legislature,: na Mus hey will con- 
tinue their annual appropriations. :

REPORT 
Or Select Committee on State Lunatic Asylum.. 


MR. PRESIDENT :— 


Your committee charged with the examination of T State 
Lunatic Asylum, have, in pursuance of their duty, visited that 
Institution, and respectfully submit the following report: 

It affords them great pleasure to be able to say, that in every 
department of the Institution they have found the most perfect 
system and order to prevail, and are satisfied that every thing 
is, and has been done, with the means at hand, and that could 
be procured, to promote the welfare and comfort of that un- 
fortunate class of beings that should, call forth from us and en- 
list in their behalf every generous impulse of the heart and of 
christian kindness. 

Itis well known that a large proportion of the inmates of 
institutions of this character are deprived of that distinguish- 
ing feature which characterizes man in the animal creation. 
Being deprived to a greater or less extent of those faculties of 
the mind which would enable them to provide for themselves 
and fit them for the various positions occupied by more fortu- 
nate and highly favored members of society. Thus they are 
dependent upon this noble charity for that care, treatment and 
protection that they could not elsewhere obtain. 

The machinery connected with, and belonging to the Asy- 
lum, from constant use is somewhat out of repair, and though 
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piti is capable, by constant attention, of supplying the wants, 

| should be placed in. complete, order, and as the Legislature will 

| doubtless make appropriations ; for that purpose, and also to de- 
fray the expense of repairing certain portions of the building, 
do not deem it-necessary to particularize as the services, of an 
architect will be necessary to determine what should be done 
in this connection. The repairs necessary to be made upon the 
buildings are consequent upon and caused by the buildings set- 
tling. A system of .dry wells is suggested to be placed in the: 
sellars to more perfectly drain the soil and thereby to some 
extent, to prevent the settling of the buildings, and to secure 
in the future an exemption from injury from. this cause, which 
received the fayorable opinion of the committee. 

During the past year the products of the vegetable garden 
and fields, all of which were consumed at the Asylum, would, 
at present valuation, amount to the sum of $9,560 00, and. the 
value of stock raised, and other articles manufactured at, and 
by the inmates of the Institution, amount collectively to $97 5, 
and during the same. time, many articles of clothing were, and 
are now being made by the inmates under the efficient. manage- 
ment and control of the matron. For particulars on these 
points reference is respectfully: solicited to the report of the 
Superintendent. 

‘Fhe large-amount of. food pr ovided during the period men- 
tioned, might, at first thought be considered a matter of small 
moment, yet, ‘when we consider that it is principally of a kind 
that is not only required, butis known to be best for those md | 
whom it was intended, evinces a degree of care, economy, and 
knowledge of the necessities of the Institution that should not =- z 
pass without proper consideration. 

This production at a time when difficulties of such a char aC- 
ter had necessarily to be encountered as never before were met, 
or found to be required to the same extent, plainly shows a de- ` 
gree of providenoe and fertility of resources that it is needless 
to mention. 

An éxamination into the financial condition of the Asylum, 
develóped the fact that there is now on hand funds enough, it , 
is believed, by strict economy, to answer the requirements of 
the Institute till the first of December. For information con- 
cerning appropriations that have been niade from tinie to time, 
reference to the reports of the Trustees and Superintendent is 
respectfully made. 

We would deem it a departure from the strict line of duty 
expected of us, to makeany suggestion concerning the action 
of the Legislature towards this Institution, as we are assured 
it will receive your fostering care and early attention, and such 
steps will be taken as to. place it in a position if possible, to 
carry out the noble objects for which it was created, in such 
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manner as to sustain its already high character, and to provide 
for those who may not in future be received as pay patients ; 
but much depends upon the known liberality of our people to` 
provide for them, as a large number of.those ,who have for- 
merly been pay patients may in futüre be ümüble: to be thus 
classed. i 

Your committee would not think their duties’ entirely dis- l 
charged if they should close this brief report without referring 
directly to the present efficient and ` gentlemanly“ Superinten- 
dant of the Asylum. We are fully convinced that; he has, du- - 
ring his term of service, discharged the duties devolving upon 
him in the most successful and able manner, and during our in- 
spection, we had repeated evidences of his fitness for the posi- ` 
tion, and of the kind feeling existing between himself and -the 
inmates. "The position is one requiring a person of peculiar 
character, and possessed of a combination of raré qualities to 
be enabled to meet its requirements, and we unhesitatingly pro- 
nounce the present incumbent possessed of those qualities to 
a degree that is rarely found combined in one individual, and 
trust that he may long continue in a position for the occupa- 
tion of which, he has shown such marked ability, and would 
consider his retirement a calamity to the State, and most un- 
fortunate for that class of beings, the treatment of whom, he 
not only considers a duty, but has made & labor of love. All 
of which is respectfully sumitted.

REPORT 
Of Committee on Chickasaw School Fund. 


Mr. PRESIDENT :— 


The joint select committee on the Chickasaw School Fund, 
have had under consideration the condition of said fund, and 
have instructed me to submit the following report: 

The whole amount due the Chickasaw School Fund on the 
first day of May, 1865, including the semi-annual interest due 
up to that date is $919,084,84, (nine hundred and nineteen thou- 
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sand eighty-four dollars and eighty-four cents). This sum is 
dueé:to the Chickasaw School Fund from the State of Missis- 
sippi'and' the counties interested in said fund, can look alone 

to the State for its payment, because thé: several counties, aud 

the children in the several counties, have no remedies against 
the parties who now have the said fands ‘in their possession.. 

The Státe is the trustee, and as stich’ trustee, has- managed: this 

fund from its first ereation: to the present time: , `- 

. By am aet of Congress, July 4th, 1836, the School land, when 
selected, should vest in the State of Mississippi fór the use of 
schools ‘within: the territory of the State, ceded by the Chicka- 

saw Indians. 

By an act of the. EA of the: State: of ‘Mississippi,’ 
approved February 22, 1848, a system was adopted for the 
lease and sale of said ‘lands, the money for which was to be. 
paid into the State Treasury., By an act of the Legislature of 
the State approved March 7, 1856, (400, 000) four htmdred 
thousand dollars of said funds were loaned to the Mobile and 
Ohio Railroad, the Mississippi Central Railroad, the New: Or- 
leans, J ackson and Great Northern Railroad, and the Missis- 
sippi and Tennessee Railroad Companies at ( 8) eight per cent. 
interest payable semi annually, on certain mortgage bonds and 
other securities required to be taken from said roads be the - 
Auditor of Public Accounts. 

By an act of the Legislature of this State approved Decem- 
ber 7th, 1863, the several railroad companies were authorized 
to pay up their indebtedness to the State in gold or silver, or 
the treasury notes of the State. By this aét the money paid 
into the State treasury by the said Railroad companies, might 
be used as other monies of the State in’ the liquidation of hér 
debts and in defraying her current expenses ; the State binding 
herself to pay the semi-annual interest on the same to the sev-^ 
eral counties within the territory of the Chickasaw cession, for 
educational purposes, and under this act the several railroad 
companies to which it applied, except the New Orleans, Jack- 
son and Great Northern Railroad, paid up their indebtedness to 
the State on account of the school fund, and took up the bonds 
and other securities which had been deposited in the State 
treasury under the het of 1856. The records of the Treasu- 
rer's office do not show in what funds these payments were 
made. Your committee are however informed that the Mobile 
& Ohió Railroad paid in Confederate money, and that the other 
railroads paid in the treasury notes of the State. "The charac- 
ter of money in which these payments were made will become 
material in adjusting the question of liability of these roads to 
the State of Mississippiin the courts of the country. This last 
act of the legislature settles fully the liability of the State to 
said school fund and renders further investigation unnecessary. 


bj 
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As to the question that may arise between the State and the . 
debtors to the said fund, your committee are not so fully satis- 
fied. ‘They are of the opinion that any legislation now had on 
the subject cannot effect existing liabilities. 

The convention which assembled on the 14th of August, 
1865, took this view of the subject. In section 5th of chapter ` 
"Seven, of the proceedings of that Convention, the following 
language is used: ‘That it is not intended by this ordinance 
to vindicate or invalidate the act of any officer or person acting 
as an Officer in receiving any money payable to the State from 
the railroad companies, but to leave the same subject to adju- 
dication in the courts hereafter, That Convention in the first . 
section of said chapter, refused to ratify the act of December 
7, 1863, under which the payment in State treasury notes was 
authorized. The effect of this ordinance is to leave the ques- 
tion of theliability of thesaid roads to pay their indebtedness 
again, precisely where it stood before the meeting of said Con- 
vention, if, as the Convention seems to indicate, or rather as 
they have declared by their proceedings, no act passed by the 
State Legislature since the 9th of July, 1861, is valid, this ques- 
tion must be settled in favor of the State. But upon this sub-- 
ject your committee do not think themselves called upon to ex- 
press our opinion. Your committee are informed that the re- 
port of the Auditor of Public Accounts will show the amount 
of indebtedness now due to each of the counties in the Chicka- 
saw cession from this fnnd. They therefore do not deem it ne- 
cessary to report on that subject. 

The committee respectfully submits the following resolution: 

That the Attorney General be, and he is hereby required to 
institute suit against the several railroad companies who: claim 
to have paid their indebtedness to the State on account of the 
school fund under an act of the Legislature of the State appro- 
ved December Tth, 1863; Provided, said railroad compa 
should claim to be disbharged from further liability to 
State on account of such payment.

REPORT 


Qf Joint Standing Committee on State and Federal Relations. 


The joint committee on State and Federal Relations, beg 
leave to make the following report upon the subject of the di- 
rect tax imposed by the Congress of the United States, upon 
the several States, and the action proper to be taken by the 
State of Mississippi, with regard thereto; a consideration of 
which subject and action, was referred to this committee by 
resolution from the House of Representatives. 

A summary of the provisions of the several acts of Congress, 
referring to this subject, is necessary to afford data for any 
conclusions that the committee or Legislature can arrive at. 

By act of Congress, approved August 5th, 1861, “to provide 
increased revenue from imposts, to pay interest on the public 
debt, and for other purposes," adirecttax of $20,000,000, was 
annually laid on the United States, and the same was: appor- 
tioned to the States. By this apportionment, the State of Mis- 
sissippi was charged with $413,084 66. This tax, by the pro- 
visions of the act, is assessed and laid on the value of alllands 
and lots of ground, with their improvements and dwelling 
houses, to be enumerated and valued at the rate each of them was 
worth in money, April 1; 1862,—property belonging to any one 
` individual actually residing thereon, to the amount of $500, 
being exempt from taxation. ` Provisions Were made in the act 
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for the appointment, after the second Tuesday of February, 

1862, of-assessors, assistant assessors, collectors and deputy 

collectors ; and ample machinery was provided for the prompt 

. assessment and collection of the tax, by United States offi- 
cials. 

Should any of the people of any of the States be in actual-re- 
bellion against the authority of the United States, at the time 
fixed for the act to go into operation, so that the laws of the 
United States cannot be executed therein, it is made the duty 
of the President, by section 52, of the act above referred to, 
to execute the provisions of the act within the limits of such 
State, as soon as the authority of the United States Govern- 
ment should be re-established; and the amount of the tax was 
to be then collected, with the interest due, at the rate of six 
per centum per annum, until paid. 

A subsequent section, (S. 53,) gave the privilege to any 

` State, “to assume, assess, collect and pay its quota of this di- 
rect tax, in its own way and manner, and by and through its 
own officers, assessors, and colloctors; and to use the last or 
any subsequent valuation or appraisal made for the purpose of 
State taxation ; and any such State giving notice to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury ofthe United States, on or before the first 
day of February, 1862, and in each succeeding year, through its - 
Governor or other proper 'éfficer, of its intention thus to as- 

. sume, assess, collect and pay such tax, was thereby entitled to 
a deduction of fifteen per centum on the quota imposed; pró- 
yided such deduction should only apply to such part of said 

“tax as was actually paid into the United States Treasury before 

"the last day of Junein the yearto which such payment related ; 

.-orte a deduction of ten per centum to such part as was paid 

in prior to the last day of September in said year, said year þe- 

‘ing regarded as commencing on the first day of April The 
said section had further provisos that if such notice was given, 
no assessors or collectors should be appointed, unless the State 

was in default, and that the quota of direct tax might be paid in 
whole or in part, by the release of the State, of any liquidated 
or determined claim of the State of equal amount, against the 

United States. 

By a subsequent act of Congress, “fot the collection of di- 
rect taxes in insurrectionary districts within the United States, 
and for other purposes,” approved June 7th, 1862, it wasmade 
law, that in any State where the civil authority of the United 
States was so obstructed that the provisions of the act of Aug. 
6, 1861, could not be peaceably executed, the direct tax there- 
by apportioned was charged upon all the lands and lotsof  : 
. ground situate therein, according to the enumeration and valu- : 
ation under the last assessment and valuation thereof, made un- 
der the authority ofthe State prior to January 1, 1861; so that 
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each párt and reel. of the land i in such State, according to 
such valuation, was charge with the payment of so much of 
said quota . of tax, as the relative ‘value of said lands bore to 
the whole valuation of the real’ estate of such State,. according 
to said State assessment ; ànd in addition thereto, a penalty of 
fifty per. centum of the amount of said fax was made chargea; 
ble on said lands. | . 

-By the, same act. the President of the United States was re. 
quired tó' declare by. proclamation on or before July 1, 1862, 
what States were considered insurrectionary ; ; and it was.en- 
acted that thereupon the proportionate ‘amounts of said: tax, 
with the penalty, . should become a lien on said lands; in. the 
words of the act, _“withotit any other or further proceedings 
whatever.” 

On the first day. of J uly, 1862, the President ‘of the United 
States issued his ‘proclamation, that the State of Mississippi 
was, (with other States therein named,) in insurrection and re- 
bellion, and by reason. thereof, the civil authority of the United 
States was so obstructed that the provisions of the act of Aug. 
5th, 1861, could not be peaceably executed; and the procla- 
mation further. declared that the taxes legally chargeable upon 
real estate’ under ‘said act, “together with a penalty of fifty per 
centum of" said taxes should be a lien upon the tracts or lots of 
the ‘same, severally’ charged, till paid. . 

‘By. a subsequent, act of Congress, “to provide internal revenue 
to support the Government, and to pay interest upon the pub-. 
lic debt," approved July 1, 1862, it was enacted, “that so much 
of the act of August 5, 1861, as imposes:a direct tax of twenty 
millions of dollars on the United States, should be held to au- 
thorize the levy and collection of one taxto that amount; and 
no other tax should be lévied under and by virtue thereof, until 
April 1, 1865, when the same should bein full force and effect. 

By a fürther act’ of March 3, 1865, amendatory of the act of 
June 7, 1862, it was "provided "that i in case of. the sale of land 
for. ‘these taxes, no owner should be entitled to the privilege of 
redemption, who. would not swear that he had-never taken- part 
with the insurgents in the rebellion, or in any way given them 
aid and comfort, and should satify.the Board of Commissioners 
that his oath was true; nor should any tenant at sufferance, or 
at will, or for years, be allowed to redeem, unless he should 
satify the said Board that the owner of the reversionary estate 
had been loyal, never engaged in the rebellion, nor in giving 
aid and comfort to .Febeli.. 

"These acts, as Da os ‘your committee are ‘advised, embracé all 
the legislation of Congr ess upon the subject. This legislation 

-may be thus briefly ‘summed up : 

1. A direct tax of $413,084 66, was originally imposed. upon 

the State of Mississippi, to be collected from its lands, dwell- 
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ing houses and improvements, at their money valuation, April 
1, 1862, and by United States assessors and collectors. 

2. The State was allowed to assume, collect and`pay this tax, 
and on doing so, to have a deduction made of fifteen per cent., 
if done before Jure 30th, of the year te which said payment re- 
lated; if notatthat time, then ten per cent, if done before 
September 30th, of the same year. Ifthe tax for 1862, is con- 
gidered as obligatory for that year, both these dates are past. 

3. It was further provided that in case the tax could not be 
assessed or collected by reason of the insurrectionary charaeter 
of the State, and thelaws could not be peaceably executed, the 
tax was to be collected with six per centum interest, as soon as 
United States authority was re-established. But, 

4. By the act of June 7, 1862, and by proclamation of the 
President of the United States in conformity therewith, dated 
July 1, 1862, (the tax imposed on Mississippi not having been 
paid,) all the lands and lots of ground in the State of Missis- 
sippi were charged with their proportionate share of the tax im- 
posed, and also with fifty per cent. of the amount as a penalty 
jn addition thereto. 

5. By act of July 1, 1862, the direct tax is only allowed for 
one year, and no other tax is to be levied until April 1, 1865, 
when the law of 1861 is declared to be'in full force and effect. 

6. The provisions of the act of March 3, 1865, are so strin- 


gent, as to exclude almost the entire. péople of the State from : 
any privilege of redemption of lands forfeited and sold for 


these taxes. 

With these references to the various acts of Congress with re- 
gard to this direct tax, the committee will now present some 
conclusions at which they have arrived upon the subject : 

1. ‘The State of Mississippi, by the Act of August 5, 1861, is 
treated as one of the States of the Union. Her quota, accord- 
ing to the Constitution, was imposed upon her; and only om 
the condition that she was at that time a member of the Union, 
could the tax have been constitutionally imposed. By our 
whole theory of government, from the outset, the great princi 
ple has been acknowledged that representation and taxation, 
go hand in hand. By the Constitution of the United States, so 
wisely framed, representation and taxation are made at least 
identical in their bearings. ‘Representatives and direct taxes 
shall be apportioned among the several States which may be 
included within this Union, according to their respective num- 
bers,” is the provision of the Constitution. .It is only because 
entitled to representation, that Mississippi is liable to be taxed 

at all She is now prepared to be represented, and present

and future taxation flow therefrom as necessary conclusions. 


To close the door on her Senators and Representatives chosen 
to Congress, and collect taxes from her, would simply be an in-

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justice, which power could of course effect, but neither legal nor 

political ethics could excuse or palliate. The power to tax, 
and the right to be represented, are to step alike. The duty to 
pay, and the right. of the United States to collect,.can only be 
held as mutually dependent propositions. uc 

But Mississippi was not represented in Congress when this 
tax was levied. The entireauthority and laws of the ,United 
States were suspended -oF unenforced there, in reference to 
revenue and all other subjects... In point of fact, the complete . 
control of the. people and property of the State," were An the 
hands of a de facto government, which had displaced the federal 
authority. ` This de-facto government was at war with the Uni- 
ted States; and by Zorte of arms; at thetime to which we refer, 
was actually in thé‘ possession ‘ofthe territory of the State, ` 

""This de facto' government: exerted sovereign. powers over the 
territory ‘of Mississippi; its ‘property and its people. ` Ét inrpos- 
ed and collected taxes it made:and’executed laws; it enforced 
obedience to its authority, through ‘thè machinery- of :courts; 
and other means, usual and common to sovereign powers, 

- The United States did not collect the tax.at the time and in the 
mode prescribed by. law,.because she did not have a single oft. 
cial in.the State...:-The.people gquld not pay the, tax, because if 
they so desired, there.was no -person rightfully entitled to re ` 
ceive.it; and because they, would: have been subject.to pains 
and penalties, if Abee bad otoposed to have done so; and be- . 
cause they. were restrained and forbidden by law, and authori- 
ty competent to enforce it; from so. doing. 

In the.ease of :the,United States vs. Rice, (4th Wheaton Rep. 
page 253,) the question arose whether goods imported into a 
town in Maine during its:oecupation by an enemy, were liable 
after the re-establishment of.the American authority there, to 
the duties imposed, by the U. S. revenue laws. The Supreme 
Court of the United States unanimously decided that the claim 
for duties could. not be .sustained, and accompanied the decis- 
ion with the following emphatic language: “By the conquest 
and military occupation of Castine, the enemy acquired that firm 
possession which enabled him to exercise the fullest rights of 
sovereignty. over: that place. The. sovereignty of the United * 
States over the territory; mas, of course, suspended, and the 
laws of. the United States could no longer be rightfully enforced 
there, or be obligatory upon the inhabitants who remained and 
submitted'to the conquerors. By the surrender, the inhabit- 
. ants passed under a temporary allegiance to the British govern- . 
ment, and were'bóund. by. such laws, and such only, as it chose 
to require and impose’ ‘From the nature of the case, no other 
laws could be obligatory upon them, for where there is no pro- 
tection or‘ allegiance or sovereignty, there can be no claim to 
obedience. Castitie was, therefore, during this period, so far

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as respected our revenue laws, to be deemed a foreign port, and 
goods imported into it by the inhabitants, were subject to.such 
duties only as the British government chose to require. Such 
goods were in no correct sense imported into the United States. 
The subsequent. evacuation by the enemy,' and resumption 
of authority by the United States, did oot, "and could not, 
change the character of the, previous transactions. ‘The doc- 
trines respecting the jus post limini are wholly inapplicable to 


. the case. * * * The authorities cited at the bar would, if.

there were any doubt, be decisive of the question. But we 
think it too clear to require any sid from authority.” 


Such is the language of the highest tribunal of the countr y- 
By the well defined and reeeived prineiplés of modern Public 
Law, a civil war recognized by the belligerents themselves, and 
especially by the government against which it. may be waged, 
is placed upon the same footing as foreign wars; and both par- 
ties are liable to.all the responsibilities and limitations put by 
publie law on belligerent rights. 


Now the late war was a civil war—not simply a civil: 
war—but it was territorially a sectional war; treated as 
such by the United States, and recognized as such by all 
the great powers of Europe. The principle then laid 
down by the Supreme Court of the United States in 
the case above referred to, is applicable to the subject under 
discussion. For it is notorious that not only the revenue laws, 
but all other laws of the United States, and all of their civil 
jurisdiction in the.State of Mississippi, were completely sus- 
pended from the date of the act of Congress imposing the di- 
rect tax, until the final surrender of the Confederate armies, ex- 
cept at the few points in the actual military occupancy of their 
troops. Therule of publie law above quoted, was long’ since 
settled. It was for the purpose of protecting the great masses 
of the people from the reigns of two governments at the same 
time; the one de facto, exacting taxes and obedience; the other 
coming in afterwards, and imposing its taxes, and claiming its 
sovereignty for the same period. And, in this respect it mat- 
ters not which of the two governments was the rightful one, 
or what the merits of the controversy might have been, or with 
whom final success rested, The proteetion of the people is 
what the publie law aims at, and not the decision of govern- 
mental disputes. 


Even did the public law give to the successful party, the right 
by exaction or treaty, to receive from the intruding government 
indemnity for what it may have lost by the temporary occupa- 
tion of the territory ; still even the fact of the total annihila- 
tion of thelatter power by the event of the war, could not re- 
vive any claim by the government de jure, to:receive the taxes 
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and imposts from the people which it was unable to collect 
from. them at the proper time. 

2. But even if the tax itself can be supported as legal, the- 
imposition of a penaly of fifty per cent. upon certain of Ehe: 
States, was not equitable or just. It violated the essential prin- i 
ciple of uniformity in taxation.. Had Maine or Massachusetts 
not paid their quota, or their tax-gatherers not have- collected 
it, still only that quota would have been demanded, with a mod- - 
erate rate of interest. It was not collected in Mississippi i in 
the time given; her tax-collectors could not have done it; and - 
yet fifty per cent. as a penalty is demanded. "The machinery of 
law may have prevented its collection in the former, but no pen. ` 
alty is imposed. The same machinery prevented its collection 
in Mississippi; and to enforce a penalty in her.case, destroys 
that uniformity which makes taxation allowable, and represen- 
tation advantageous. 

3. Any amount due the United States is subject to deduction 
for any liquidated and determined claim of the State. Missis- 
sippi may have no claim of this precise character, but has she 
not unliquidated claims which ought to be acknowledged? Al- 
lusion is not here made to towns sacked and burnt, farms de- 
stroyed and ‘fields devastated; but to the actual county and 
State property destroyed by “United States authority—court 
houses, penitentiary, public buildings, asylums for the blind and 
for the deaf and dumb, bürnt and in ruins; a noble University © 
injured ; public libraries pillaged. In respect to the property 
of the State thus destroyed, Mississippi has a reasonable claim 
for offset to any direct tax imposed on ‘her. This claim, and 
of course its amount, must depend on the liberality and justice 
of Congress. 

. 4. The mode of assessment of the tax is not just. The val- 
ue of the lands and improvements, at a period prior to Jan. 1, 
1861, is made the standard. Then we had an industrious popu- 
lation of laborers, identified with the soil, cared for by their 
masters; and in their turn lending wealth to the State and her 
lands, but now turned loose from that labor. Two hundred 
millions of dollars of property have been suddenly taken from 
the State. Waste and ruin meetthe eye throughout our former 
richest agricultural regions. Lands valued in 1860 at high 
prices, are now worth little or nothing. Improvements have `` 
been destroyed, the labor which gave them value has been 
swept away ; and the land itself should not be held, in its deso- 
lation, to pay what its distributive share would have been when 
cultivated and improved. In other words, the assessment of 
this tax, according to the valuation of. lands in 1860, will work . 
a positive injustice and wrong. 

'0. The privilege granted by the act of 1861, to the States, 
to assume, collect and pay this tax, by their own officers, tech- 
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nically perhaps, expired in February, 1862; but it is a valuable 
one, and ought to be extended to Mississippi, if the tax has to 
be paid. She has had no opportunity since that time, of em- ` 
^ bracing the privilege. It will bea great saving to her pecuni- 
arily. It will enable her to apportion the taxation more fairly 
and equitably. It will give her a breathing spell at least. . 


6. The actual poverty of the people of the State, will neces- 
sitate the forfeiture and sale of a large portion of the lands, if 
the tax is imposed. They will be either bidden in by the Uni- 
ted States, or by strangers. The provisions of the law practi- 
cally exclude our people from ever again possessing the land 
so sold. No future ‘industry, no past service, no present mis- 
fortune will avail. Surely Congress will listen to an appeal 
for justice, sympathy and liberality ; and alter its legislation ia 
this respect. 

In conclusion, it may be that neither the subject of the tax 
itself; or of its penalty of fifty per cent.; or of any offset for 
unliquidated claims; or of the mode of assessment; or of the 
privilege of the State now to assume the tax; or of the’practi- 
cal refusal of the privilege of redemption, can be disposed of 
by the Executive authority of the United States. It may be 
that Congress alone can relieve Mississippi, with reference to 
these subjects. If so, an immediate appeal should be made to 
the national government: 


1, For relief from the payment of the tax ; 
2, Or from its penalty, ifthe tax has to be paid ; 
3, For a reasonable deduction for publie property destroyed 
or injured by authority of the United States ;. 
4, For a change in the mode of assessment and valuation of 
the lands ; 
5, For the privilege of the State to assume, collect and pay the 
amount justly due; S 
6, For such reasonable time for its payment, as may seem. 
just, under the circumstances ; 
1, Forthe privilege to be accorded to her citizens, of hereaf- . 
ter redeeming lands sold for taxes. 


. Your committee therefore recommend that the Governor of 
the State be requested to memorialize the President and Con- 
gress of the United States, for relief in these particulars; ex-. 
pressing the willingness of the State to assume and pay what-. 
ever is right and proper in the premises; and making this re- 
port as the basis of his application, in the name of the Legisla- 
ture of Mississippi. 


Your committee further recommend the passage of the fol- 
lowing joint resolution: 
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. Resolved by the House of Representatives, (the Senate concur- 
ring, ) That this report be adopted, and be considered as the 
sentiments of the Legislature of the State of Mississippi, upon 
the subjects therein referred. to.

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REPORT l 
NW Joint Select! Committee to Raise. Revenue. 


Mr. PRESIDENT :— 


The joint select committee of Gg of both "Houses, to 
whom was referred their disagreement upon the Senate’s 
amendment to thé'House bill entitled “An act to raisé revénue 
to defray the expenses of the government of Mississippi," have’ 
duly considered the subject matter referred to them, and a ma- 
jority of said committee "have instructed me to make to the 
Senate the following report: ' 

The main question óf disagreement is embraced in the isola- 
ted provision in the Senate's ‘amendment declaring that, in ad- 
dition to gold and silver coin, and treasury notes proper of the 
United States, all National Bank bills issued according to the 
laws of the United States and current at the time of their re- 
ception, shall be receivable in payment of taxes and other dues 
to the State. 

Your committee are not unmindful of the lessons of the past, 
injuriously effecting the finances of the State by the reception 
in pàyment of taxes and other dues to the State, of depreciated, 
and depreciating paper money. Nor are they free from appre- 
hensions of danger to thé financial success of the State should 
this elass of paper be made receivable in the future. 

The use of paper, as a representative of value, in the finan- 
cial operations of the government of the State at present is a 
matter of absolute necessity. The only discretion that can 
now be exercised by the Legislature is a proper discrimination 
as to the kind.of paper to be used. 

The National Bank bills in question are, by law, sécetviblsd in 
payment of all dues to the Government of the United States 
except import duties and interest on the publie debt. The only 
difference between the two classes of paper arising out of the 
laws of the United States regulating the use thereof, is found 
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.in the provisions of the law making treasury notes proper, a 
tender in law in the payment of individual debts. They -are 
alike receivable in payment of dues to the government as well 
as good payment on all debts due by (he government to indi- 
viduals. They are now alike used as a currency by the people 
of Mississippi as well as by the treasury thereof, under our laws 
as they now exist. To change the law so as to make one class 
receivable in payment of the large amount of taxes, soon to be 
collected from the people of this State, to the exclusion of the 
other, much the larger class of paper now in circulation, would 
prove ruinous to the tax payers in the State. An instantaneous 
fictitious change in the relative value of the two classes of bills . 
(now used and regarded by our people as equal in value) would 
be the result. Those of our people controlling the greatest 
amount of monied capitol, and possessing the greatest finan- 
cial skill, would horde up, control, and effectually withdraw 
from cireulation the most appreciated, and the most deprecia-, 
ted would at once constitute mainly, the circulation in the 
State. Under this state of case, the tax-payers would be forced 
to enter the market, controlled by brokers and money deal- 
ers, and forced to buy tax funds at a heavy sacrifice to them- 
-selves. Your committee are of opinion that the only system 
of legislation by which these evils can now be averted, 1s by 
making both these classes of paper alike receivable in payment 
of all taxes and other dues to the State. 

Your committee therefore, report the bill back to the Senate 
with the following recommendations to-wit: That the Senate 
adhere to its amendment‘in reference to the kind of funds to be 
received in payment of taxes and other dues to the State, and 
that the House do concur therein. That the 22nd. paragraph of 
said bill be stricken out and the following be inserted in lieu 
thereof: 

29. On each and every distillery, the sum of one hundred 
dollars, and two dollars per gallon on the capacity of each still 
in addition. Provided, that this clause shall not apply to dis- 
tilleries used exclusively and solely in the distillation of fruits ; 
and that said bill, so amended, do pass. 


MEMORIAL 


In behalf of Hon. Jacob Thompson, of Mississippi. 


To THE PRESIDENT op THE UNITED STATES :— 


The Legislature of the State of Mississippi again asks in be- 
half of the people of that State, an act of Executive clemency.

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The Legislature does not feel that it lowers its own dignity, or 
. that of its members, or the character of their people, to direct 
the atténtion of the Chief Magistrate of the United States to 
the fact that another of Mississippi's distinguished sonsis an ` 
exile from her borders. . 

The former Secretary of the Interior of the United States, 
the Hon. Jacob Thompson, is referred to. He is banished! ; 
from his own State, home and fireside, because he is under the" -- 
ban of your proclamation. He did not flee the country, how- 
ever, to avoid your laws or his duty. Sent abroad by the States 
confederated against the United States, for purposes deemed 
by them essential to their welfare, he but obeyed the call that 
told him a duty was to be performed. With the whole of our ` 
people, he recognized his duty to the State where he had a 
home, where his rights were procted, and in whose soil he ex- 
pected that his remains would bedeposited. The love of home 
is great. The mandates of the State household were consid- 
ered by him urgent and imperative. In compliance with these. 
mandates, he went abroad to undertake high responsibilities. 
In the discharge of that duty he has done naught, the Legisla- . 
ture is confident, to stain his individual reputation, or to tarnish 
the honor of the State, one of whose honored citizens hé was. 
Debarred from the benefits of your amnesty proclamation by ' 
its exceptional clauses, and a reward offered for his arrest 
should he return, he necessarily remains an exile from the 
State he loves and the country he once so honorably and faith- 
fully served. . 

We ask that he may be permitted to return, and to remain . 
unmolested by your authority; that the provisions of am- 
nesty may be extended to him, and that his once happy home 
may be again enlivened by his presence. 

It will be a joyous day for the people of Mississippi when. 
they no longer have to brood over the dungeon and exile as 
the abode of sons of the State dearly loved and honored. 
Harmony will ensue; feelings of dissatisfaction will be eradi- 
eated; confidence, generous attachment and fraternal regard 
will revive; and our people can go- again to work to build up 
the shattered walls of their former prosperity. "They feél op- 
pressed, and despondent, and doubtful, and disheartened, while 
they know that they are punished in the persons of a few of 
their distinguished children. 

Exercise generously your Executive prerogative, and it will 
do as much as aught else besides to reinstate the government of 
the Union and the people of the North in the affectionate re- 
gard and loyal loyal love of the citizens of Mississippi.

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MESSAGE 
Of the Governor in relation to the Freedmen, de, 
i EXECUTIVE OFFICE, 
Jackson, Miss., Nov. 20th, Lee) ` 


Gentlemen. of the Senate and 
i House of Representatives: 


In view of your resolution to take, at àn éarly day, a recess 
until after the holidays, I deem it proper to call your immedi- 
ate attention to a few subjects of vital importance to the welfare 
of the State. 

By the sudden emancipation of over three hundred thousand 
‘slaves, Mississippi has impossed upon her a problem of vast 
magnitude—upon the proper solution of which, depends the 
hopes and future prosperity and welfare of ourselves and our 
children. 

Under the pressure of Federal bayonets—urged on by the 
_ misdirected.sympathy of the North in behalf of the. enslaved 
. Afriean—the people of Mississippi have abolished the institu- 
tion of slavery, and have solemnly declar ed in their State Con- 
stitution that “the Legislature shall provide by law for the 
protection and security of the person and property of the 
freedmen of the State, and guard them and the Státe against 
any evils that may arise from their sudden emancipation.” 

How this importaut provision and requirement of the consti- 
tution, is to be carried into effect, is the question now present- 
ed for our solution. We must now meet the question as it is, 
and not as we would like to have it. The rule: must be justice. 
The negro is free. Whether we like it or not, we must realize 
that fact now and forever. To be free, however, does not make 
him a citizen, or entitle him politieal or social equality with the 
white man. But the constitution and justice do entitle him to 
protection and security in his person and property, both real 
and personal. 

In my humble judgement, no person, bond or free, under any 
form of government, can be assured of protection and security 
in either person or property, except through an independent 
and enlightened Judiciary. The courts, then, should be open 
to the negro. But of what avail is it to open the courts, and 
invite the negro “to sue and be sued," if he is not permitted 
to testify himself, and introduce such testimony as he, or his 
attorney may deem essential to establish the truth and justice 
of his case, whether the witness be white or black. It is the 
denial of the most common privilege of freedom—an ensnaring 
delusion—the mearest mockery. As a measure of domestic 
policy, whether for the protection of the person or property of 
the freedman, or for the protection of society, the negro should 
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be allowed and required to testify for or against the white and 
black according to the truth. There are few men living in the 
South, who have not known many white criminals to go. “un- 
whipped of justice," because negro testimony was not permit- 
ted in the courts; and, now that the negro is no longer under 
the restraints and protection of his master, he will become the 
dupe and «cats-paw" of the vile and vicious white man, who 
seeks his association, and will plunder our land with entire se- 
eurity from punishment, unless he can be reached through ne- 
gro testimony. It is an insult to the intelligence and virtue of 
our courts, and juries of white men, to say or suspect that they 
cannot or will not protect the innocent, whether white ot black, 
against the falsehoods and perjury of black witnesses. 

The question.of admitting negro testimony for the protec- 
tion of their person or property, sinks into insignificance by 
the side of the other great question of guarding them and the 
State against the evils that . may. arise from their sudden 
emancipation. What are the evils that have already arisen, 
against which we are to guard the negro and tlie, State? The 
answer is patent to all, .Yagrancy and pauperism, and their 
inevitable - -concomitants, crime and misery, hang like a dark 
pall over our once prosperous and happy,.but now- desolated 
and ruined land. ` 

To the guardian care of the Freedman’s Bureau, has been en- | 
trusted, the emancipated, slaves. The civil law, and the white 
‘man, outside of the Biireau, has “been, deprived of all jurisdic- 
tion over them, “Look around you and see the result. Idle- 
ness and vagrancy has beén the rule. Our rich and productive 
fields have been deserted for the filthy garrets and sickly cellars 
of our towns and cities, -From producers they are converted 
into consumers, and as winter approaches, their only salvation 
from starvation and want, is Federal rations—plunder and pil- 
lage. Four years of cruel war, conducted upon principles of. 
vandalism, disgraceful to the civilization of the age, was scarce- 
ly more blighting and destructive to the:homes of the white 
man, and impoverishing and degrading to the negro, than has 
resulted in the last six or eight months from the administration 
of this black incubus. Many of the officers connected with 
that Bureau are gentlemen of honor and integrity, but they 
seem incapable of protecting the rights and _property of the 
white man, against the villainies of the vile and vicious. with 
whom they are associated. 

How long this hideous curse—permitted of Heaven—is to be 
allowed to rule and ruin our unhappy people, I regret it is not 
in my power to give any assurance, further, than can be gath- 
ered from the public and private declarations of President 
J ohnson—thet “the troops will all be withdrawn from. Missis- 
sippi, wheni in the ppmion of the government the peace arid or- 
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der and civil authorities has been restored, and. can be main- 
tained without them.” 

In this uncertainty as to what will satisfy the goverhment Ap 
ourloyalty, and ability to maintain order and peace and civil 
government, our duty under the constitution to guard the nepro 
and the State from the evils arising from sudden emancipation, ` 
must not be neglected. Our duty to the State and to the freed 
man, seems to me to be clear, and I respectfully recommend— 

1st. That negro testimony should be admitted in our' courts, 
notonly for the protection of the person and. pr operty of the 
freedman, but for the protection of society against the crimes 
of both races. 

2d. That the freedman be encouraged at once to engage in 
some pursuit of industry, for the.support of his family and the 
education of his children, by laws assuring him of friendship 
and protection. Tax the freedman for the support of the indi- 
gent and helpless freedman, and then with an iron will and the 
strong hand of power, take hold of the idle and the vagrant, 
‘and force him to some profitable employment. 

3d. Pass a militia bill that will enable the militia to protect 
our people against insurrection or any possible combination of 
vicious white men and negroes. 

I deem the passage of these measures, before you ‘take a Fè- 
cess, of vital importance. By them we may secure thé with- 
drawal of the Federal troops, and thus again inspire our people 
with hope and confidence in the future, and encourage them to 
engage again in-agricultural pursuits, upon which our all de- 
pends. If we fail to pass them, the future i is all uncertainty, 
gloom and despondency.

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tions. The result of my labors in that behalf was the .settle- 
ment of claims amounting to about eighty thousand dollars— 
most of which, unfortunately, I had no opportunity of trans- 

mitting to the claimants i in time to be of any value to them. I 
had estimated that-there was due the relatives of deceased Mis- 
sissippians about two and a half millions of dollars, which it 
was my aim and ambition to collect for them within twelve 
months, with no expense to the parties, and none to the State 
beyond the printing of blanks and the necessary postage. The 
delays to which claimants were subjected, were often vexatious 
and unnecessary. On arriving at Riclimond in December last, 


.the Mississippi division of the Second Auditor's offiee was 


placed'under my control; and by dispensing with unnecessary 
circumlocution, and with the assistance of a few additional 
clerks allowed me by the Secretary of War; I was making rapid 
progress in the adjustment of these claims. Every facility was 
afforded me by the various departments; and the considerate 
action of the State in establishing this agency seemed ro be 
appreciated by all. It is: scarcely necessary to express the 
hope that the indigent of our gallant and fallen braves, to whom 
the general government was due so much; may always receive 
at the hands of our State that protection and fostering. ld to 
which they areso especially entitled. 

But the great object of my visitto Virginia was to Samplers 
the records of the three Mississippi brigades in that army. I 
was received, as the representative of the State, in the most 


‘cordial and appreciative manner by those -noble veterans of so 


many well-fought fields. They expressed the highest gratifica- 
tion that they were thus being remembered by their State— 
that their names, their patriotism, their gallant deeds, their un- 
surpassed heroism were to be recorded and perpetuated in,mem- 
ory—that a monument more enduring than marble or bronze 
was to be raised in their honor—and that posterity might re- 
vert with gratitude and pride to au ancestry ,so- patriotic; SO 
chivalrie and brave. 

My first visit was to the gallant brigade SO jones SC I mae 
add, so ably commanded by the present Executive of our State. 
Four years of active war had made.'sad havoe in the, ranks of 
the four regiments composing it. Of more than five tliousand 
names on the muster rolls since the organization of each com- 
mand, not exceeding four hundred now answered to the -bugle 
call for dress parade. Where were the absent? . A. glanee at

Indetd, 
owing to the want of mail facilities, it has béen impossible to 
‘communicate with most of those from whom the necessary 
data is to be obtained. ` That difficulty, however, is being Grad. 
ually- removed; and should the Legislature -see proper E re- 
vive the law or enact one of similar import, I will cheerfully 
re-enter upon the task, and with the hope to compile it in a rea-
